Number one, the Chief was notified last month that Ohio Homeland Security received a 
grant to purchase mobile data terminals and asked if we wanted to submit a request for 
some of them. The Chief filled out a survey and requested that we get four of those 
terminals. We have six mobile data terminals now. They are all over 3 years old with a 
couple of them being over 5 years old. We have requested four mobile data terminals 
from Ohio Homeland Security. I will let you know how many we get. Secondly, we will 
be conducting interviews tomorrow for the one data clerk position that we have opened. 
We have four possibly five scheduled interviews tomorrow and I will keep council 
apprised on how the interviews go. That is all I have sir, thank you

We haven’t 
mentioned, well I haven’t been here since, I just wanted to congratulate the people that 
put together that Shop Small Hubbard. That was really a nice event considering the 
weather was okay, not the best but I tell you there were a lot of people on the streets, a 
lot of people having a good time. As I told the group that did put it together, it was 
amazing, we all woke up every morning to see Hubbard on the television. They really 
did a great job in sponsoring it. I understand they are going to be doing something here 
in the summertime and also the farmers market. My congratulations to them on it. It 
was a wonderful event. As Dan said, we are going to be opening the bids for the street 
program so we can get that moving. We were discussing today, and we are going to be 
taking a look at possibly replacing the water line on Roosevelt. It is another one of our 
infamous 2” lines. We are looking to put a 6” line out there and looping it to Hughes. 
We have some people looking into it (an engineering Firm looking into it) to get the cost 
and give it to council and we will see what you think. Again, thanks for coming back for 
that special meeting for getting that playground bid grant all taken care of. It is going to 
be nice. Hopefully, we will get it and do somethings at Mattinat Park. With that being 
said, that is about it. Signing off!
